The production sf ncaple sugar and 


syrup in Xew Tork state th'is season 
was apparently substantially greater 
than usual, and the quality was excep- 
tionally high, accordinT to the federal 
crop estimates. As 
result o£ the 


sugar scarcity, the number of trees 
tapped was nearly ten percent greater 
than last year; with the help of a 
favorable season, the production of 
sugar and syrup was increased nearly 
26 percent. 
Considering a gallon of 


syrup as equivalent to eight pounds of 
EUgar. the total production of the two 
combined would be equal to 17% mil- 
lion pounds of sugar. About 21 per 
cent of the sap was made into sugar, 
so the actual product!^ of hard sugar 
•was about 3.732,000 pounds, an in- 
crease of about 65 percent over last 
year- The production of syrup is esti- 
mated to have been 1,753,000 gallons, 
an increase o£ IS percent. 


The above satisfactory figures were 


not however unexpected. There was 
a much larger tapping of trees than 
usual and mauy who had for years 
abandoned the making of sugar again 
got out their buckets and pans. The 
price. It is notable, has not been sx- 
trerne, when the high price of all 
forms of sweetening Is c irJdered -! d 
families generally havs laid in a larger 
supply than usual of the delicious pan- 
caSe accompaniment.

bugs, beetles and blights prevents this 
great loss. It kills the beetles and 
keeps the blights from even getting 
started. It makes larger yields by pro- 
longing the growing season. 


Fertilizers have much the same af- 


fect. A poorly nourished plant can no 
more resist disease than can a poorly 
nourished man. Spraying protects the 
potato growers' investment in fertili- 
zer, and thus gives what is really^ dou- 
ble protection. 


As long as potato" vines stay green 


the yield continues to increase, even if 
most of the leaves are dead. It is im- 
portant to kaotv this, for in spraying 
potatoes the temptation Is always to 
omit the last spraying". The -vines are
